CONFIDENT FRANCE 
WILL RATIFY PACT 
secretary Finds Tax Receipts 


Higher Despite Rate In- 
crease, But Opposes Cut. 


(By the Associated Press.) 
President Coolidge was told yes- 
terday by Secretary Mellon, who 
recently returned from a trip 
abroad, that there was no reason 
for any change in America’s policy 


its war debts. 

It was the Secretary's first con- 
ference with the chief executive 
since his trip, and he assured Mr. 
Coolidge that world trade prospects 
are bright and that he belleves the 
debt settlements are no burden to 
the debtor nations. He also feels 
that France will ratify its agree- 
ment, 

Mr. Mellon agreed with the Pres- 
ident’s stand that it is too early to 
consider tax reduction at the ap- 
proaching session of Congress and 
that such consideration should wait 
at least another year for a full test 
of the new revenue law. 

Reporting the tax collections for 
September quarter, the third of the 
year, were again above estimates 
and probably would total $425.,- 
000,000, or slightly more than a 
year ago, when the higher rates pre- 
vailed. Mr; Mellon said there could 
be a little reduction now, but he 
made it clear that he would not 
recommend it. He refuses to con- 
sider the proposal of Democratic 
leaders for immediate reduction of 
$500,000,000. 

Prosperity Increases Receipts. 

Increased tax receipts this year, 
despite the recent reduction in 
rates, were attributed by the Secre- 
tary to the unprecedented prosperity 
of business last year. If this con- 
tinues, further tax reduction might 
be undertaken later, but he warned 
that any business depression now 
would require an increase in tax 
rates if the levies were reduced be- 
yond the present. 

The fact that tax returns for this 
quarter are comparable with those 
of a year ago somewhat surprised 
officials, ‘in view of the fact that 
the full effect of repeal of the capi- 
tal stock levy, entailing an annual 
loss of $100,000,000, was felt al- 
most entirely in this quarter when 
such a tax is usually paid. 

‘Increased corporation taxes off- 
set the loss of the capital stock 
levy somewhat, and Mr. Mellon 
stated that if another tax reduction 
were made soon he felt the corpora- 
tion levy should receive considera- 
tion. He emphasized, however, that 
all tax reduction should wait until 
a safe Treasury margin was assured 
and ‘‘all categories of taxes can be 
cut.”

West Palm Beach, Fla., Sept. 20 
(By A. P.).—Accurate check on the 
toll of life and property taken by 
the West Indian hurricane Friday 
night and Saturday, when it raged 
along the east coast of Florida, still 
was impossible tonight. 

Estimates of the dead ranged 
from 173 to 1,500 in the Miami 
district, which includes Hollywood, 
Fort Lauderdale, Redlands and 
Moore Haven, with thousands home- 
less. Property damage in Miami 
alone was placed at $150,000,000 
by newspaper men arriving here 
after a survey of the storm-torn 
city. Loss caused by the hurricane 
in other sections of the State esti- 
mated by refugees would place the 
total damage well in excess of 
$200,000,000. 

John E. Taylor, personal repre- 
sentative of Gov. Martin, advises 
the chief executive that 173 were 
killed and approximately 1,460 
injured along the lower east coast. 
He listed 79 as dead in Miami and 
500 injured; Hollywood and Dania, 
60 dead, 700 injured; Fort Lauder- 
dale, 27 dead, 200 hurt; Florida 
City, 7 dead. 


Death Estimates Vary. 


Mr. Taylor said he found “ter- 
rible property damage,” but not as 
bad as first reported. Fort Lauder- 
dale, Dania and Hollywood were 
practically wiped out, he reported, 
and Hialeah was virtually ruined 
Coral Gables was badly damaged. 

Florida East Coast railway of- 
ficials estimated the number of 
dead in Miami at 194, with 54 vie- 
tims at Hollywood and 200. at 
Hialeah. ; 


Two staff correspondents of the 
Associated Press reported here that 
their survey of the stricken section 
would indicate a death toll of be- 
tween 600 and 1,500. 

The nation responded quickly to 
calls for help for the storm suf- 
ferers. President Coolidge issued 
a proclamation calling on the Amer. 
ican people to aid. The national 
headquarters of the American Red 
Cross made an initial appropria- 
tion of $100,000, and newspapers, 
cities and fraternal organizations 
poured subscriptions.

There were 


FLORIDA TOWNS 
ON WEST COAST. 
BADLY DAMAGED 


Hurricane, Sweeping Westward, Extends Into Mis- 


sissippi—Wire and Radio Communication With 
Gulf Regions Generally Broken. 


STRICKEN DADE COUNTY, AMID DEBRIS, 
TURNS ITS EFFORTS T0 AIDING VICTIMS 


| Many Thousands of Injured and Homeless Require Care at 
Once—Tangled Masses of Wreckage Being Attacked 
in Reconstruction Move. 


New Orleans, La., Sept. 20 (By A. P.).—Pensacola and Mobile 
appeared completely isolated by the tropical hurricane, which 
after leaving a trail of death and ruined property through the 
Florida peninsula, today turned inland and was raging tonight 
up through western Alabama and eastern Mississippi. 

Attempts of the United States naval radio station here to 
reach Pensacola were repeatedly unsuccessful and at nightfall 
they had not been in communication with the Pensacola station 
since early today. The belief was expressed that the Pensacola 
station, also a naval post, had been damaged by the storm. 

The last reports from Pensacola before all means of commu- 
nication were swept away by the storm said that a 100-mile 
wind was shrieking through the town. 

Conditions in Mobile at 8 o’clock tonight indicated that city 
was bearing the brunt of the hurricane’s forces as an 88-mile- 
an-hour gale was reported sweeping the city. No deaths had 
been reported from there. The gale was of such force at Mobile 
that scores of persons working in downtown office buildings 
had been unable for hours to leave their offices. 


MUCH DAMAGE REPORTED IN MOBILE. 


Later tonight a message sent to the Tropical Radio Co.'s New Or- 
leans station from that corporation’s operator in Mobile, indicated an 
unverified estimate of a half million dollars’ worth of damage in Mobile. 

Mississippi also was in the storm’s path, the wind reaching a velocity 
of 50 miles at Biloxi at 8 p. m. One report from there said the wind 
had hovered around that speed since noon. Most of the main Missis- 
sippi coast, however, is protected from the storm by a stream line of 
islands which extend from one to seven miles out in the bay. 

Reports received from staff correspondents of the New Orleans papers 
said the towns of Lillian and Seminole, situated between Mobile and 
Pensacola, had been destroyed and that several persons had been killed 
there. 


CROP LOSS NEAR RICHTON, MISS. 


The storm's path was westward of the course bearing a little to the 
north. 

Long distance telephone reports from Gulfport, Miss., tonight re- 
vealed that the wind reached its highest speed there when it traveled 
at 65 miles an hour at 3 o'clock this afternoon. No property damage 
had been reported. 

A telephone operator at Bay St. Louis was the only source of informa- 
tion there. She reported the wind there had been blowing real hard 
and the tide is low. 

Property owners had suffered no loss there. 

Severe winds caused much damage to crops near Richton, Miss., a 


radio message intercepted by an amateur operator in Jackson, Miss., 
reported. 


CENTRAL OVER SOUTHERN ALABAMA. 


The hurricane was central over southern Alabama, the New Orleans 
weather bureau announced at 9 p. m. The weather bureau report follows: 

“The tropical storm was centered at 7 p. m. over southern Alabama. 
The telephone company at New Orleans secured a report from Mobile 
which said, the barometer stood at 28.82 with a wind velocity of 84 
miles an h6Our from the north. 

“At 7 o'clock the barometer at Burrwood was at 29.54 with a 36-mile 
wind from the northwest which attained an occasional maximum 
velocity of 48 miles. At New Orleans the barometer registered 29.62." 

NO LOSS OF LIFE, BIRMINGHAM HEARS,

WITH PILES OF WATER, 


Brooklyn Man, Here, Tells of 
Seeing Destruction Along 
Coast of Florida. 


A tale of destruction in the hur- 
Ticane-swept of Miami, Fla., 
was brought to Washington last 
night by James V. Camardella, 387 
Bastern Parkway, Brooklyn, N. Y., 
who was the first eyewitness to 
reach the Capital. 

* Mr. Camardella, who is president 
6f the Realty Supply Corporation 
in New York, arrived at Miami from 
Key West in his private car last 
Friday morning and remained there 
until Sunday morning, when his car 
was attached to the wrecking train 
that cleared the tracks from Miami 
to Jacksonville. 

- Interviewed at the Union station 
last night, Mr. Camardelia told of 
how steel and mortar buildings 
were made playthings of the eie- 
ments in the overpowering wind 
that swept over the city. 

“The new eighteen-story Meyer 
Kayser office building was buckled 
at the top and twisted around like 
a piece of india rubber,’’ he said. 

He explained that the building 
was 60 narrow and high that it was 
well adapted to the fate suffered 
at the hands of the wind. The steel 
girders of the superstructure bent 
but did not break, he said, thus 
saving the building from falling to 
the ground. 

“The first four or five stories re- 
mained intact, as that portion of 
the edifice was protected from the 
wind by the other buildings near- 
by,” he continued. 


Boats Blown Inland. 


Another odd trick of the hurricane 
_ observed by Mr. Camardella was the 
blowing of piles of water down the 
streets, carrying in its current auto- 


mobiles that were dashed to pieces 
against the buildings. The water 
was four feet high and blown at 
auch a high velocity that it left the 
streets in its wake as dry as a bone, 
he said. 

“During the height of the hurri- 
cane,’ Mr. Camardella said, ‘‘boats 
from 75 to 100 feet in length were 
blown from the harbor on to the 
Dixie highway, which is 500 feet 
from the shore line. 

“The force of the tidal wave to- 
gether with the 130-mile wind was 
sufficient to lift the boats bodily 
out of the water and dash them to 
pieces on the roadway. 

“All windews in the McAllister 
hotel were blown out like so many 
candles,’’ -Mr. Camardella stated. 
In addition; .he reported that the 
huge electric sign atop the hotel 
was blown to the ground. Parts of 
the cornices of the building were 
missing, as well as sections of the 
roof that were rolled yp like a car- 
pet and lying on the ground. 

Mr. Camardella saw the chimney 
of the Miami municipal power plant 
fall. The stack was approximately 
"200 feet high. 


Saw Department Store Wrecked. 


Several of the double glass win- 
dows in the Pullman car occupied 
by Mr. Camardella were smashed 
- py the impact of the wind and water 
four inches deep covered the fioor 
ofthe car. From the car he saw the 
new Miami railroad station flooded 
with two feet of water and the 
lights out. 

The Cromer ‘Cassell department 
store across the street from the sta- 
tion was ruined. Mr. Camardella 
reported that the roof and the cop- 
ing of the new store were lying in 
a heap on the ground near the sta- 
tion. 

“Not a single paim tree was left 
standing in Miami,’’ he said. Loot- 
ing had already started Saturday 
hight when Mr. Camardella was 
still there. He reported hearing 
shots fired, but saw none of the 
thieving. Silverware and jewelry 
were blown into the streets through 
the broken show windows. 

From the window of his car Mr. 
Camardella saw the building ma- 
terials warehouse, near the station, 
leveled by the hurricane. Only the 
sacks of cement remained intact, 
the walls and roof being ripped off

The plaza of Pensacola, Fla., giving a bird's-eye view of the section of the city lying between it and the 
harbor, out of which the terrific hurricane, which devastated the Miami district of. Florida, struck, cut- 
ting off the city from communication with the rest of the world. 
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and piled in heaps along the rail- 
road tracks. 

“The property damage in the 
city of Miami alone was estimated 
by local business men at $100,000,- 
000 on Saturday,’’ Mr. Camardella 
stated. During his stay in Miami 
his private car was used as a dress- 
ing station for the injured citizens, 
25 being treated in there at one 
time. 

At 5 o’clock Sunday morning the 
car was attached to the first wreck- 
ing train that left Miami for Jack- 
sonville. Mr. Camardella said it 
took four hours for the train crew 
to clear the debris from the tracks 
seven miles out from the city. Tele- 
phone poles were laying across the 
tracks in rows. 

Passing through Fort Lauder- 
dale, Mr. Camardella reported, the 
stores in the business district were 
bare. 

‘‘The fronts of the buildings were 
blown out and the merchandise 
strewn over the streets,’’ he assert- 
ed. Piany of the dwelling houses 
in that city suffered the same fate, 
he said. Most of the houses were 
without roofs when Mr. Camardella 
passed through there. 

He reported similar destruction 
in Dania and Pompano, through 
which he passed on his way to Jack- 
sonville. He arrived at Jackson- 
ville at 9 o’clock Sunday night, it 
taking sixteen hours to complete 
the trip. 


Palm Beach Ruins Described. 


Gus’ bath and boathouses at Palm 
Beach, Fla., were reported com- 
pletely destroyed by F. S. Buffum, 
of New York, another eye-witness 
of the hurricane, who passed 
through Washington last night on 
his way home. He also reported 
that the water from Lake Worth, 
between Palm Beach and West 
Palm Beach had risen and was 
flowing over the countryside be- 
tween the two cities when he left 
Palm Beach at noon Sunday. 

Mr. Buffum said the wind reach- 
ed a velocity of 75 miles an hour 
at West Palm Beach, blowing down 
most of the trees and all of the 
telephone and electric light wires. 
It took Mr. Buffum 11 hours to get 
from Miami to Palm Beach, a dis- 
tance of 72 miles.

66 BODIES, 200 MISSING 
IN MOORE HAVEN ARE 


Inhabitants temied as Dike, 
‘Thought Invulnerable, 
Yields to Storm. 


TALES OF HEROISM TOLD 


Avon Park, Fla., Sept. 20 (By A. 
P.).—With 56 bodies in an im- 
provised morgue here today and the 
missing totaling nearly 200, rescue 
workers in Moore Haven were bend- 
ing every effort to remove all per- 
sons from the flooded area. Nearly 
500 refugees arrived last night. Of- 
ficials who returned here today said 
the water was receding and that the 
collection of the dead would be re- 
sumed immediately. 

According to one eyewitness, the 
dike along Lake Okeechobee broke 
at 8 o’clock Saturday morning and 
the water poured over the land until 
it stood 12 to 14 feet deep in the 
highest spot in Moore Haven. In the 
lowland it was over the roofs of 
houses. Few expected the break, as 
the dike was supposed to be in- 


vulnerable. 

Lake Port, a village of about 200 
persons, also was isolated. 

Stories of tragedy and occasion- 
ally of heroism were told by the 
refugees from Moore Haven. But 
incidents of humor so often found 
in times of stress were not de- 
scribed: humor seemed not to have 
penetrated the realm of death. 

Dr. Y. W. Chandler, one of the 
58 refugees, told of the finding of 
11 bodies in one building; of a 
mother who tied her three children 
to her and when two were drowned 
in raging waters, cut them free 
and raised the third to her 
shoulder. She held out until 
rescued. 


A boy saw another youngster 


carrying his father on his back 
through water up to their necks. 

Mr. and Mrs. J. A. Harvey and 
their four children were driven 
from two houses by rising water 
and when forced to the rafters in 
a third the father knocked the 
gable end out and the six clung to 
the roof from noon’ Saturday until 
Sunday morning. 

The body of J. de Agrella, station 
agent at Clewiston and father of 
nine children, still clutched two of 
them when washed ashore.

Annie Williams and children; her 
husband remained at Moore Haven 
to assist in relief; B. F. Lloyd and 
family; Claude, Louise, Bert, Jesse, 
Hall and Gordon Degoyler; seven 
members of the Poster family, and 
seven of another Webb family.

Army, have and Coast Guard 
Ordered to Relief Work 
in Florida. 


NEARBY UNITS DEPART: 
FOR SCENE OF STORM 


Cutters Sail With Crews and 
Supplies; State Reservists 
Called Out. 


Army, navy and coast guard join- 
ed hands for .the relief of storm- 
swept Florida yesterday, and men, 
ships, food and money were sent to 
the stricken area. ‘The navy will 
do all it can in the matter,” Secre- 
tary of the Navy Wilbur said, and 
Secretary of War Davis directed the 
army’s assistance. 

Florida was offered aid by 
War Department and Maj. Gen. 
Johnson Hagood, Atianta, Ga., 
commanding the Fourth corps area, 
has been directed to investigate con- 
ditions in the devastated area, call- 
ing on exempted stations for aid, if 
necessary. 

Secretary of War Davis sent the 
following message to Gov. John W. 
Martin, of Florida: 

“I desire to offer such assistance 
in connection with the disaster 
which has occurred in your State as 
is within means at the disposal of 
the War Department. Maj. Gen. 
Johnson Hagood, commanding 
Fourth corps area,has been directed 
by radio to render all possible aid 
where immediate action is necessary 
to prevent extreme suffering, or 
where local authorities are clearly 
inadequate to cope with the situa- 
tion.”

Aid Ordered. 


Maj. Gen. Robert C. Davis, the 
adjutant general], bas directed Maj. 
Gen. Htgood as follows: 

“The Secretary of War directs 
that you investigate conditions ex- 
isting in Florida as result of storm 
and take necessary.action in accord- 
ance with army regulations. You 
are authorized to call upon exempt- 
ed stations in your corps area for 
such assistance as may be required. 
The governor of Florida has been 
notified that you will cooperate to 
extent conditions warrant. Report 
conditions and action taken to War 
Department.’”’ 

The exempted stations in the area 
are the Infantry school at Fort 
Benning, Ga., and all flying fields. 
Senators Duncan WU. Fletcher, of 
Jacksonville, and Park Trammell, 
of Lakeland, Fla., were also noti- 
fied by Secretary Davis that the 
War Department stood ready to 
help.

Harbor Aid Ordered. 


Maj. Gen. Edgar Jadwin, chief of 
engineers, sent orders to Col. Mark 
Brooke, district engineer at Jack- 
sonville, to relieve the blocking of 
Miami harbor, if such condition ex- 
isted, as soon as possible. He fur- 
ther directed Col. John C. Qakes,

An earlier mes- 
sage announced that the barometer 
at Pensacola stood at 29.10 inches, 
and a northéast wind: was blowing 
at the rate of 100 miles an hour.”

Coolidge Urges Nation 
To Aid Storm Sufferers 


President Coolidge, yesterday, by 
public proclamation, called on the 
nation to give its aid for the relief 
of the sufferers in the Florida 
storm. The appeal follows: 

‘*To the People of the United States: 

“An overwhelming disaster has 
come to the people of Miami, Holly- 
wood and surrounding communities 
in southern Florida. Such assist- 
ance as is within thé means of the 
executive department of the govern- 
ment will be rendered, but realizing 
the great suffering which now needs 
relief and will need relief for 
days to come, I am prompted to 
appeal urgently to the American 


people,. whose sympathies have al- 
ways been so comprehensive, to con- 
tee generously in aiding the suf- 
erers.

FREIGHT VESSELS, 
SINKING, CALL HELP, 
2 FLEE FROM GALE

SHIP YORO, ON FRINGE 
OF HURRICANE, POUNDED 


Two Officers Buried Under 
Wave, Escape With Lives; 
Craft Tosses Wildly. 


Special to The Washington Post. 

New York, Sept. 26.—Fear for 
freighters caught in the hurricane 
that swept the Southern coast was 
increased today when the Santa 
Ana, of the Grace line, arrived with 
the report ef two British ships 


irapidly sinking in the storm. This 


apprehension was made greater 
when the Yoro of the Di Giorgo 
Fruit line came in with a tale of 
terror brought on by just a fringe 
of the blow. 

C. L. Johnson, chief radio oper- 
ator on the Santa Ana, reported 
radio messages received Saturday 
from stations in San Salvador and 
Santiago, Cuba, telling of two Brit- 
ish freighters in distress in the 
heart of the gale. They were rapidly 
sinking, the radio said, but the 
Santa Ana, racing ahead of the 
hurricane, caught no sight of them. 

Capt. A. L. Geitzler, commander 
of the Santa Ana, turned from his 


1;}course when bulletins of the storm 


reached him and by taxing his en- 
gines ran away from all but a 
touch of the wind. On Saturday 
morning the ship was caught for a 
few hours in a gale of almost 
100-mile strength, but this passed 
before any. damage was done. 


Seas Pound the Yoro. 


The Yoro was not so fortunate. 
She missed the worst of the storm 
by 125 miles, but the lighter winds 
that fringed the heart of the dis- 
turbance were enough to make g0- 
ing rough. Two officers were al- 
most carried from the ship and then 
were nearly drowned under tons of 
water as they clung to the deck 
rail as the ship reeled 35 degrees 
from 30 port to starboard. Once 
the sea crashed over the ship to 
carry away 10 feet of deck rail. 

The Yoro began her race witH 
the storm when the vivid sunset of 
blood-red and yellow clouds warned 
the men familiar with the caprices 
of the sea what was coming. She 
had left Kingston, Jamaica, on Sep- 
tember 15 and on the next night 
Chief Offieer John Schimm saw the 
clouds and sang out his warning. 
Just about that time the radio 
brought in the storm signals. Every- 
thing was tied down and the vessel 
was pushed to her maximum speed. 
The hurricane was swept up from 
Turks island and the Yoro wanted 
nothing to do with it. 


Beam Seas Hit Ship. 


On Thursday night the wind came 
blowing from east-northeast and 
later storm gales and severe squalls 
caught the laboring ship. Before 
morning beam seas of frightening 
size began pounding the vessel, 
making her plunge and rear. By 
Friday afternoon the whole gale 
had arrived, bringing with them 
waves that washed completely over 
the steamer. 

It was then that Chief Officer 
Schimm and Alexandro Oliverino, 
third officer, were caught and swept 
more than 60 feet from one end of 
the promenade deck to the other. 
They clutched at the deck rail and 
held there while all the water the 
storm had brought over the ship 
rushed by them, dragging their 
hands away from their only hope 
of safety. 

Chief Officer'Schimm made light 
of his experience, though he admit-|‘ 
ted he was frightened at the time. 
He preferred to talk of what he 
considered an amusing feature. 

“‘After the third officer and I had 
been half drowned and after 30 feet 
of rail on the flush deck had been 
torn away, we were astonished to 
see two British negro stowaways 
stick their heads out of the forward 
companionway. They were ‘washed 
off their feet by beams seas and 
were carried back among the ba- 
nannas.”’ \ 


Passenger Boats Escape. 


Shipping companies received word 
today that no passenger vessels in 
the southern waters at the time of 
the hurricane had suffered much 
damage. The Panama - Pacific 
steamer Finland, bound for Pacific 
coast points, send word she had 
passed Miami at 3:30 today in fine 
shape. The Dollar Line steamer 
President. Harrison, which was 
making about the same course at 
the same time, also reported every- 
ing in good condition. 

The Southern Pacific Steamship 
Lines and the Munson Lines had 
not heard from five freighters near 
the storm center, but in hoth of- 
fices it was said that had there been 
trouble the radio would have 
called for help. The Southern Pa- 
cific liner Momus, due here today, 
was caught by the.end of the blow 
and delayed, but reported no dam- 


ge. . 

Clyde’ Line property at Miami 
escaped serious damage, the com- 
pany learned, today. Their pier 
was flooded but almost no injury 
was done except for slight havoc 
played by the wind in the roof of 
the dock, Freight on the pier was 
not badly damaged, they said.

Second Storm the Worst. 


‘In Palm Beach itself the dam- 

age was immeasurably greater than 
that following the (first , storm. 
Buildings not hurt much by the 
first storm were damaged almost 
beyond repair by this one. Where 
repair. work was going on at the 
scene of greatest damage follow- 
ing the first hurricane, even the re- 
pair materials and machinery were 
destroyed this time. 
" “In the Pennsylvania hotel water 
was standing several feet deep. 
Water from the lake was standing 
in the streets more than 100 yards 
from the usual high-water mark. 
Automobiles were stranded and 
smashed along many streets. On 
Clematis avenue even walking was 
difficult after the storm because 
of wreckage littering the street. 

‘‘All causeways and bridges were 
swept away or littered with debris 
left by the raging waters and wind. 
Vessels along shore, in the harbor 
and in the lake were sunk or bat- 
tered to bits. 


Hurt by Flying Debris. 


‘Roofs were torn from houses 
and small buildings not stanchly 
constructed were blown down. 
There’s not a sign left hanging 
anywhere. The streets are a Mass 
of debris. A considerable number 
of people were injured by the fly- 
ing bits of debris and wreckage 
blown by the hurricane along the 
streets.’ 

A graphic story of havoc wrought 
in St. Petersburg and the west 
coast of Florida by the tropical 
hurricane was told here last night 
by J. A. Kelly, Washington, dining- 
car steward on the Seaboard Air 
Line's ‘“‘The Southerner.’ 

“We left St. Petersburg on time,” 
he said. ‘‘The delay to the train 
came when we had to stop every 
few miles and cut trees, blown down 
across the tracks. We stopped half 
a dozen times between St. Peters- 
burg and Tampa where trees were 
down. 

“In St. Petersburg I saw a yard 
man switching trains. He was 
blown down by the wind directly 
in the path of a_freight car, and 
one arm and one leg were cut off. 

The upper floors of the two-story 
brick buildings were sliced off. by 
the wiud as if. cut: by a powerful 
razot or a saw. Every wooden 
house almost had its roof taken 
off, and in many cases the houses 
were simply blown flat on the 
ground. 


Force of Wind Awful. 
‘‘Massive concrete park benches 


_ were picked up and blown ipto the 


streets, which were impassable to 


anything but pedestrians. Electricity 


was cut off early Saturday evening 
to prevent danger from fallen high 
tension wires. Water and debris 
filled every street and in the hotels 
and buildings of all kinds in the 
greater portion of the city, the wat- 
er stood well above my shoe tops. 
Tall lamp pd@sts in the streets were 
blown down or. crumpled over. 
Broken glass business signs littered 
the streets. 

‘The force of the wine was awful. 
Outside our windows we could see 
the largest limbs of great trees 
twisted off one by one. Then the 
trunk of the tree itself would be 
splintered. 

“Along the water front the dam- 
age was’fearful, many boats being 
smashed to bits by the force of the 
wind and waves. It was an awful 
sight from begimning to end, In 


many of the hotels and homes the: 


people did not go to bed at all Sat- 
urday night, but stayed awake in 
order to be ready to meet any emer- 
gency. 

“When dawn came Sunday morn- 
ing it showed the wind still strong, 
the sky overcast with swift flying 


. clouds and the whole city a torn and 
- wrecked shambles,

“Annually, between July and Oc- 
tober, about ten hurricanes are born 
somewhere east of the Caribbean 
sea, usually to sweep westward, 
then northward, and finally back 
northeastward, their paths forming 
pretty accurate parabolic curves. 
The primary factor in the births and 
careers of these storms is believed 
to be an area of high atmospheric 
pressure, or ‘high,’ that exists prac- 
tically permanently over the middle 
Atlantic. 

‘‘In other words, 
of heavy sluggish air lies contin- 
ually over this area. Along its 
southern edge in the tropics little 
swirling disturbances occur which 
are the seeds of possible hurricanes. 
But there is a certain infant mor- 
tality among these stormlets, es- 
pecially in winter and spring. Then 
the Atlantic ‘high’ extends in a 
broad -band .-on into the North 
American continent, forming in ef- 
fect a fence of heavy air which the 
storms can not pass. Confined to 
the tropics,they, are dissipated with- 
out causing the United States -any 
concern. 

“But when summer heat has 
warmed up the land the ‘high’ with- 
draws to its ocean home, jutting out 
like an air peninsula toward Ameri- 
ca. The atmosphere over the land 
becomes an _ arena for _ shifting 
‘highs’ and ‘lows.’ It is as though 
an atmospheric football game were 
in progress. The newly-born storms 
of the tropidal Atlantic regions 
seek, because of the general drift 
of the atmosphere, to move north- 
ward. The ‘highs,’ whether sta-

tionary or in motion, furnish 
interference which they must 
dodge. The weakest place in the 
defense is between the permanent 
mid-Atlantic ‘high’ and the Ameri- 
can coast. Most tropical hurricanes, 
therefore, move’ east to avoid the 
midocéean barrier, and then dash 
northward well east of the coast. 
Once around the end of the ‘high,’ 
they swing noréheastWard and con- 
tinue on even into Europe. ™ 

“Some of the storms do not have 
such plain sailing. If the Atlantic 
‘high’ extends farther westward 
than usual the disturbances must 
swing over the land to round the 
end. 
quent occasions that the Atlantic 
coast suffers as it did in Florida. 

“By a still farther westward ex- 
tension of the high pressure: area 
the storms are prevented from 
moving north and sweep into the 
Gulf of Mexico. It was such condi- 
tions that brought about the terri- 
bly destructive Galveston hurricane 
in September, 1900, and that which 
cost many lives at Corpus Christi 
in September, 1919. The Galveston 
storm turned northward, passing 
through Texas and Oklahoma, and 
finally passed to the Atlantic down 
the St. Lawrence valley. The Cor- 
pus Christi hurricane, however, be- 
longed to the rare type with an 
approximately straight path. A 
chain of ‘highs’ formed an impassa- 
ble barrier to the north and storm 
moved on into Mexico where it was 
finally dissipated among the mount- 
ains. 

‘‘Hurricanes are not winds that 
drive straight ahead. They are 
swirls of the cyclonic type. These 
swirling storm centers move rela- 
tively slow across sea and land, 
sometimes at no greater speed than 
8 or 10 Miles an hour. But they 
suck air toward them from all sides 
at terrific speeds, up to 100 or 
more-miles an hour. 

“The United States weather bu- 
reau had rather poor facilities for 
tracing tropical storms until. after 
the Spanish-American war in 1898, 
when reporting stations were estab- 
lished in the West Indies. Now, 
with the development of _ radio, 
ship reports make it possible to 
keep still closer track of these po- 
tentially destructive storms.’’

A mother, 
with her three children tied to her, 
braved the surging waters at Moore 
Haven when Lake Okeechobee over- 
flowed and flooded the city. Huge 
waves enveloped them and two of 
the children were drowned.

American railways, taken as a 
whole, are already assured of rec- 
ord-breaking profits in 1926. So 
great has been the increase in their 
net income during the first seven 
months of the year, tabulated the 
other day,) that they could with- 
stand a heavy decline in business 
for the next three months and still 
make more money than they did in 
the banner -year of 1925. 

So state the figures, as gathered 
and compiled by the Interstate 


Commerce Commission and the bu- 
reau of railway economics. During 
the first seven months of 1926 the 
class 1 railroads beat their record 
comparative profits of 1925 by wp- 
wards of $72,000,000.. From Jan- 
uary to July, inclusive, profits aver- 
aged 13% per cant more than dur- 
ing the same period of 1925. And 
this remarkable showing was ac- 
complished in the face of somewhat 
lessened rates. 

It is not generally known, but 
it is nevertheless -juite true, that 
railroad freight rates today are 
lower, on the average, than they 
were in 1921 by nearly one-seventh. 
Six dollars spent with the railroads 
today, on the average, will get as 
much merchandise hauled ag $7 
would in 1921. The Department of 
Commerce, analyzing the freight 
figures of 1925, is sponsor for the 
conclusion. The comparison, some- 
what technical, is based on thé re- 
turns, in cents per mile per ton, 
for the two years. 


Not Uniform. 


The reduction has come about 
through the geaerst slash ordered 
five years ago by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and by a 
nibbling process of rate readjust- 
ment since that time. The result is 
that in 1925 the railroads received 
an average of $10.98 for hauling 
1,000 tons of freight one mile, as 
compared with an average of 
$12.75 for the same service in 
1921. The reduction is about 14 
per cent. 

Interstate Commerce.Commission 
figures show that the reduction has 
not been uniform, however, but 
has been greatest in the West, 
where it amounted to more than 
16 per cent, and lowest in the East, 
where it averaged somewhat more 
than 10 per cent. In the South the 
average reduction was 14 per cent 
over the five-year span. In other 
words, $5 today will buy as much 
transportation over Western roads, 
on the average, as did $6 in 1921; 
$6 today will buy the equivalent of 
$7 worth of 1921 transportation In 
the South, and $9 spent with East- 
ern roads will purchase the same 
service as did $10 in 1921. The 
figures are average and apply only 
to freight. 

Hence the present showing of 
profits, accumulated in the face of 
these average declines in rates, is 
all the more notable. When the 
actual figures are studied, it is 
found that about 20 strong and 
efficiently operated railroad sys- 
tems Have scored the greatest in- 
creases in’ earnings and that the 
remaining 163 carriers, while al- 
most uniformly reporting gains, 
have shared to a less degree in the 
general business increase. 


Marked Gain Reported. 


Among the roads whose net in- 
come during the first half of the 
present year showed the largest 
gains are the Chicago Great West- 
ern, with an increase of nearly 255 
per cent over the first half of 1925; 
Buffalo, Rochester & Pittsburgh, 
83 per cent increase; Boston & 
Maine, Northern Pacific, and Chi- 
eago & Northwestern each with an 
increase of more than 40 per cent; 
Norfolk & Western, nearly 43 per 
cent; Baltimore & Ohio, 32 per 
cen; Southern Pacific, nearly 28 
per cent; Chesapeake & Ohio, 22 
per cent, and Pennsylvania, 17 per 
cent. . 

On these, and virtually all other 
large railroads in the country, the 
»xutlook for profits during the com- 
ing three months is better than it 
has been at any time during the 
present year. During October, 
heaviest month of gross receipts of 
all: the year, the class 1. railroads 
will establish, without doubt, a new 
monthly record by taking in more 
than $600,000,000 for their ser-

October, when receipts fell 
$9,000,000 below the goal. 

During the first seven months of 
the current year, the figures show, 
net income of the big railroads 
(those doing an annual business of 
more than $1,000,000) increased 
more than 13% per cent over the 
same period of 1925. If this ratio 
of increase continues for the coming 
month, gross receipts in October 
will be nearer $700,000,000 than 
$600,000,000. If it continues for 
the remainder of 1926, the profits 
of class 1 carriers will exceed 
$1,280,000,000 for the year. In 
1925 they were nearly $1,137,- 
000,000. 

Thus without any fyrther speed- 
ing up of business during the re- 
mainder of the year, the leading 
railroad companies face the pros- 
pect of making net profits of $143,- 
000,000 more than they made last 
year—the biggest ,ear, to date, in 
their history from the standpoint 
of total profits. 


Returns Not Higher. 


There is a distinction, however, 
between a huge net profit and a 
high #eturn on the investment. In 
1916 tne railroads made somewhat 
more than $1,000,000,000, but less 
—perhaps $250,000,000 less—than 
the prospective profits of 1926. Yet 
it is entirely possible that the re- 
turn on the investment in 1916 may 
be higher than the return in 1926. 
For during the 10 years that have 
passed since 1916 the railroads have 
invested many billions additional in 
their plant. There are other fac- 
tors, too, such as bonded indebted- 
ness, that may place the average 
rate of return to the investor lower 
in 1926 than in 1916. 

What the average rate will be, 
this year can not be foretold with | 
accuracy, of course. But there are 
clear indications that it will exceed 
the gratifying return of 1925, tak- 
ing the class 1 roads as a whole. It 
may run to more than 6 per cent 
on the roads’ own valuation of their 
properties. 

And all profit made by any such 
railroad company in excess of 6 per 
cent must be split 50-50 with the 
Federal government. It begins to 
look as if the split would amount 
to something this year in the case of 
a considerable number of com- 
panies.

A total of 61,315 boys.and girls 
enrolled in the schools of the Dis- 
trict on the opening day, accord- 
ing to returns received at Franklin 
school. The number represents an 
increase of 512 over last year, the 
enrollment of the opening day last 
year being 60,803. 

Dr. Frank W. Ballou, superin- 
tendent of schools, explains that 
this is the lean year in enrollment. 
A year with a large increase, as 
last year, is generally followed by 
a year with a small increase, he de- 
clares. Neither is the opening day 
an accurate barometer for compar- 
ison, he stated, for the children will 
continue to report at the schools 
now for several days, and the open- 
ing enrollmént is irregular. The 
peak enrollment will not be reached 
until about the middle of Novem- 
ber. 

The total enrollment in the 
white schools yesterday was 42,160, 
an increase over last year of 245. 
The total enrollment in the colored 
schools yesterday was 19,155, an 
increase over last year of 267. 

The enrollment in the high 
schools yesterday was 11,077, and 
in the elemantary schools 650,238. 

The enrcliment in the high 
schools showed a decrease from last 
year of 669. Of this loss 373 was 
horne by the white high schools 
and 296 by the colored high 
schools. 

The greatest loss in enrollment 
was at Central High school, the en- 
rollment yesterday being 2,485 as 
compared with 2,812 on the opening 
day last year, a decrease of 327. 
Eastern High school showed an in- 
crease of 159, while the other high 
schools were virtually at a stand- 
still, or showed decreases. 

The increase, therefore, came 
from the enrollment in the elemen- 
tary schools, which was 1,234 more 
than last year. The white elemen- 
tary schools shared 682 of this in- 
crease, and the colored elementary 
schools 682. 

The normal schools showed a de- 
crease yesterday of 83 from last 
year, of which 63 were white and 
20 colored. 

The policy of retaining freshmen 
in the junior high schools to com- 
plete their first year of high school 
work is calculated to relieve to some 
extent the congestion in the high 
schools, and likewise would reduce 
the enrollment, Robert L. Haycock, 
assistant superintendent of schools, 
said yesterday. 

The enrollment in several of the 
junior high schools’ showed in- 
creases, and this policy, therefore, 
might account for the decreased 
high school enrollment in high 
schools of the same locality. 

However, the total enrollment in 
the junior high schools yesterday 
was ™ less than last year. Just 
why the total high school enroll- 
ment showed a decrease is undeter- 

mined. 

Study in the elementary schools 
was as even and steady as the hum 
of a loom within an hour after 
school opened at 9 o’clock, it was 
reported.

THE NEW YORK CONVENTIONS. 


One week from today the State conventions 
will be held in New ‘York. The Democracy 
will gather at Syracuse and will name ‘Al’ 
Smith as the candidate to succeed himself in 
the governor’s chair. His election is regarded 
as a foregone conclusion. 

Senator Wadsworth, whose renomination 
for the Senate is assured, even though his re- 
election is not so certain, has’ made overtures 
to no fewer than six or seven of his party as- 
sociates in the hope of inducing one of them 
to accept the nomination for governor. Yet 
in spite of the fact that only seven days re- 

main before the Republican convention is to 
meet in New York city, no one has been found 
willing to make the fight against Goy. Smith. 

That the Democrats will make a vigorous 
campaign against Wadsworth is as certain as it 
is that ‘‘Al’’ will again head their ticket. Six 
years ago the majority for the reelection of the 
senator was 570,000. On that occasion: he 
polled several hundred thousand. Democratic 
votes. He will, beyond doubt, have the support 
of many thousands of Democrats in the present 
, campaign. But while-~Senator Wadsworth en- 
joys unique popularity among Democrats, it 
is of the personal sort, and does not mean 
that he can induce Democrats to vote for a 
Republican for governor. ‘Al’’ Smith, on the 
other hand, draws support from many Repub- 
licans, and they are as indifferent to party lines 
in this respect as are the Democrats who ad- 
mire Wadsworth. 


CATCHING SPEEDERS. 


It won't do a bit of good for the traffic de- 
partment to ask the police departnient’ to sta- 
tion police officers at arterial highway cross- 
ings to arrest those who disregard the signs 
commanding them to come to a full stop. This

number to this particular duty, but .enough 
can be spared to teach law violators a lesson 
they will not soon forget. When reckless driv- 
ers realize that they are constantly under the 
watchful eye of the law, they will begin to 
manifest a respect for the regulations and the 
law. 


That the regulations designed to insure 
safety and protect traffic on the arterial high- 
ways are daily violated needs no official dem- 
onstration. Put the plain clothes men to work. 


SECRET OF HIGH WAGES. 


Not long since a well known London news- 
paper sent to the Umited States a committee of 
British workingmen, all members of British 


trades unions, to investigate labor and eco- 


nomic conditions and ascertain the reasons for 


the radical difference between British and 
American conditions. The result of their in- 
vestigation, as it appeared in their report, may 
be summarized: 

1, The introduction of improved machinery 
in the United States and the readiness of both 
employes and employers to introduce labor- 
saving devices is the first thing observed by the 
committee as an explanation of the superior 
effectiveness of American labor and the justifi- 
cation for high wages. 

2?.The superior equipment of all sorts, in- 
cluding not only machinery of modern type, 
but methods of ‘saving labor invented and in- 
stalled by the wage earners themselves. 

3. The gigantic employment of electricity 
amazed the British committee, and is placed 
as the third item contributing to the superi- 
ority of American labor in effectiveness and 
rapidity of production. 

4. The good relations between employers 
and employes. This spelled cooperation and 
large accomplishments. The absence of such 
good relations in Great Britain contributes to 
the industrial decline. 

5. The favorable attitude of employers to- 
ward high wages, a prerequisite to lafge out- 
put and low: cost of production. American 
wages, reports the committee, are saving 
wages, and enable the worker to improve his 
living conditions. 

6. The use of safety devices, thus contrib- 
uting to the contentment and security of the 
Wage earners. In this item the United States 
is far ahead of all other countries. | 

Finally, the British committee of working- 
men reports that while the cost of living 
may be 50 per cent more in the United States, 
the rate of wages is from 100 to 150 per cent 
above the rate in Great Britain. 


DISTRESS IN THE APPLE BELT. 


If the corn belt farmers succeed in securing 
the legislation which they demand we may ex- 
pect the remaining agricultwrists to arise in 
their might and insist upon an extension of 
the paternal care of Uncle Sam. It will be re- 
called that when somewhat similar legisla- 
tion was proposed in the Senate during the 
term of Senator ‘“Jim’’ Martine, that New Jer- 
sey patriot made a tearful -plea for relief for 
the farmers of Jersey, who at that time pro- 


| dueed many thousands of gallons of applejack. 


Now comes the farmer from Michigan and 
New York with a Macedonian cry for help from 
the distress which confronts him. Through the 
apple belts of those fruitful-States Nature has 
been more bountiful than ever before known. 
Even the unsprayed orchards, usually prolific 
only in wormy fruit, are this year filled with 
perfect specimens. And they are ready for the 
harvesting. But the buyer is absent or indif- 
ferent. Apples worth their weight in silver, al- 
most, in the cities, are unsalable on the farms. 
The windfalls, once the prime source of cider, 
sweet and hard, now rot upon the ground. 
Cider, like peach brandy in North Carolina, is 
taboo in Michigan and New York. Besides 
which is the fact that the disappearance from 
the market of the empty whisky barrel, which 
sold for a dollar or so, has raised the price of 
cooperage so high that no one ean afford to 
buy. 

Truly the lot of the orchardist is as hard as 
that of the Iowa corn farmer or the wheat 
grower of Kansas, which fact should give 
pause of the Haugens and the McNarys, unless 
they are prepared to fix prices on the surplus 
apple crop.

HOLIDAYS BY LAW. 


About the middle of last July a controversy 
was precipitated between the office of the 
comptroller general and representatives of the 
‘“temporary’’ government workers as _ to 
whether or not such workers were entitled to 
vacations. Under the law ds interpreted by 
the comptroller leave was extended only to 
those clerks classed aS permanent. It was 
pointed out by the temporary workers, how- 
ever, that a great many were merely so classi- 
fied, having been actually permanent workers 
in every sense of the word. Agitation was on 
foot to have the comptroller general set forth, 
if possible, a definite time period of service 
for temporary workers beyond which the right 
to leave with pay would have been automatic- 
ally established, and one of the pleas advanced.

That nothing came of the effort to establish 
such right is because the comptroller general 
can not write the law, but ig. charged merely 
with its interpretation, Of interest to those 
who carried the banners. of thé temporary 
workers, however, and who plead the efficiency 
value of periods of rest, is a report recently 
made public by the Department of Commerce 


from its agent in Brazil. Under a law passed | 


in that country last December practically all 
employes working on a salary basis are now 
entitled to an annual vacation of not less than 
fifteen days. Granting of vacations is left to

it seems to be carrying things a bit too far. 


GERMAN LIVING CONDITIONS. 


Betterment in living conditions among Ger- 
mans and other European peoples, according 
to a suryey made by experts of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, is creating an increased 
demand for certain grades of wheat raised in 
this country. This is expected to be reflected 
in exports of wheat and in-some Measure, at 
least, may aid the farmer in obtaining better 
markets and, possibly, better prices, for his 
surplus creps. 

The demand is especially for hard, bread- 
making wheat, which apparently is not to be 
had in Europe. Europeans generally, the de- 
partment’s experts report, are eating wheat 
bread, as contrasted with poor quality war 
bread and prewar ry~ bread. Germany is 
unable for climatic reasons to produce hard, 
glutinous wheat, with theyresult that an in- 
creasing demand for this quality of grain from 
the United States may be expected. 

There also is an increased demand for the 
higher grades of American cotton, but larger 
sales of American pork, dairy products and 
meats are said to be unlikely. ‘The general 
standard of living in European countries has 
been raised greatly since the war, but these 
countries are determined upon a fixed policy of 
meeting the demand with home products. Do- 


.mestic production of dairy products, pork and 


other meats is expanding, with the result that 
smaller quantities of these products will have 
to be imported. 

Official reports to the Department of Agri- 
culture show that Germany is now confronted 
with a situation almost identical with the 
agricultural unrest in the United States. Agri- 
cultural interests there are demanding pro- 
tective tariffs on agricultural commodities and 
the lowering of tariffs on agricultural ma- 
chinery and other nonagricultural products 
which the German farmers buy. ‘Purchasing 
power of German farm products is at a marked 
disparity to that of industrial commodities. 


HEROIC COURIERS. 

On the facade of the New York city post- 
office appears the inscription: ‘‘Neither snow 
nor rain nor heat nor gloom of night stays 
these couriers from the swift completion of 
their appointed tasks.’’ Cut into the stone, 
placed when the building was constructed, it 
might easily have gone unnoticed. So aptly 
does it reflect the spirit behind the postal or- 
ganization, however, that it has become, in a 
way, a slogan for the whole department. 

Air Mail Pilot Charles A. Lindbergh, was 
completing his flight from St. Louis to Chicago 


last Thursday, carrying three pouches of let-| 


ters. By the time he had reached the Chicago 
terminus the landing field had become ob- 
scured by fog, making landing impossible. 
For hours he circled about the field, hoping 
that visibility would be restored for sufficient 
time-to enable him to bring the plane to earth. 
His motors” having become audible from the 
ground,: searchlights were directed to the 
heavens to guide him, but they were unable to 
pierce the thick blanket of fog. 

Finally, hts reserve supply of gasoline run- 
ning low, he turned the nose of his ship away 
from the city and flew as far as Wedron, IIl., 
where the fuel supply became exhausted and he 
yas forced to jump for his life with a para- 
chute. For 5,000 feet he dropped, the earth 
obscured by the fog blanket, in constant danger 
during his descent of being struck by the falling 
plane. The landing completed successfully, 
however, his first act was to grope his way 2 
miles across country, salvage the pouches of 
mail, and arrange the completion of their jour- 
ney to Chicago. Only then did Pilot Lind- 
bergh submit to a medical examination. Mirac- 
ulously he was uninjured.

Immunity of Diplomats. 

To the Editor of the Post——Sir: 
Anent a report in The Post regard- 
ing the immunity of Mme. Entezam, 
wife of a Persian diplomat, from 
local traffic regulations, one is 
prompted to suggest that the “‘legal 
fiction of exterritoriality’’ from 
Which the immunity of diplomats 
arises is being carried to an extreme 
point. ! 

The fact that the principle of 
inviolability exists in regard to 
diplomats and their suites does not 
give the envoy or members of their 
suites the privilege of doing any- 
thing they choose. Although it is 
quite proper that a diplomat should 
exercise the utmost freedom in 
carrying out his functions, he and 
his retinue are supposed to act in 
accordance with the local regu- 
lations of the receiving state as 
long as it dves not interfere with 
the proper exercise of their duties. 
The principle of exemption was 
meant to be reasonable. Observance 
of local regulations, except under 
the most exceptional circumstances, 
does not interfere with diplomatic 
functions. “Orders and regulations 
of the police do‘ not in any way bind 
them. On the other hand, this 
exemption from police does not 


envoy to do what he likes as re- 
gards matters which are regulated 
by the police.’’ Thus the envoy and 
his family, official or non official 
are to act in harmony with the local 
regulations. Their conduct sHould 
be in keeping with the ‘general 
order and safety of the community.”

The ingredients required in the 
preparation are few and exceed- 
ingly simple, consisting of but a 
can of bouilon and a bit of French

Select firm, well formed, un- 
blemished heads of celery, prefer- 
ably small ones, as lafge ones must 
be split in half, and in the cooking 
process the smaller inner leaves, or 
stalks, are apt to work loose and 
become disorderly.

How to Use Figured Fabrics 
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HE growing appreciation of de- 
f¥ sign has resulted in the revival 
of flowered and figured wall 
papers, as well as the wide use of 
boldly patterned curtain and up- 
holstery materials. Frequently fig- 
ured wall paper and curtains are 
used in the same interior. Or, in 
the case of a plain wall, two or more 
contrasting designs in fabrics may 
be used, provided the designs and 
colors are harmonious. A scheme 
of this kind is vastly more engaging 
in effect than when all the ma- 
terials are of the same pattern. 

An instance of an intelligent use 
of plain, striped and figured fabrics 
is the country house bedroom shown 
in the sketch today. Here the walls 
are done in a gray paper having a 
small all-over figure. in self tone. 
This type of paper is more interest- 
ing than a perfectly plain. surface 
as the small design gives life to 
the walls in addition to allowing for 
the use of stripes and chintz in gay 
designs.

The furniture is painted a prim- 
rose yellow and decorated with 
small sprays of flowers. On the 
night fable is a lamp made of a 
porcelain figurine, fitted with a 
shade of yellow parchment decorat- 
ed with flower motifs taken from 
the chintz. It is painted peach color 
on the inside to give a soft, pinkish 
light. Other interesting color notes 
are suppled by the oval mirror with 
a frame in antique gilt, and a col- 
lection of flower prints framed with 
black glass mats.

CORRECTING CLUBFOOT. 


HE newspapers recently carried 

a story about the late Senator 
Fernald of Maine. This story 

said that Senator Fernald was born 
a cripple, had his deformities cor- 
rected, mastered his handicap, and 
became one of the leaders of his 
State. No definite statements were 
made‘as to the nature of his trouble. 

A correspondent wants to know 
what his deformity was, what 
caused it, whether his children had 
it, how he corrected it, and how was 
he handicapped. 

Something in the newspaper 
story led me to believe he had some 
form of clubfoot. I will assume 
that to have been the deformity and 
will answer the questions on that 
basis. . 

Congenital clubfoot is a very 
frequent deformity. Nobody knows 
what causes it, but the wonder is 
that it does not occur more fre- 
quently. 

When a normal baby is born he is 
said to be curled up with knees bent 
and the feet turned inward. If he 
be held in the standing position he 
appears to be bent over, to be 
sprung at the knees, to stand on the 
outside edge of his feet and to be 
flatfooted. As time goes on his 
body uncurls, his knees straighten, 
his feet assume what is a more nat- 
ural. position for an adult, and 
arches can be made out. 

This set of changes indicates that 
the foot pattern of the human 
animal is not as well established as 
is the hand pattern, or the chest 
pattern. But back of that, what 
is there that makes the legs and 
feet. develop just so in the normal 
unborn babe? We say “inherit- 
ance,’’ but just what is that? 

Anyway, the architecture very 
often goes wrong for no reason 
that we know of. The feet are not

“This reservation was carefully 
prepared in order to 
American interests,’’ he said. ‘It 
provides in effect that the rule of 
the world court adopted in the 
Eastern Carolia case should be 
agreed to by all nations and made 
binding as permanent law. This 
would provide that the court could 
not even entertain a request for 
an advisory opinion concerning a 
matter {in which the United States 
claimed or had an interest. 


Preserves U. S. Sovereignty. 


“This would give the United 
States an absolute veto on proposed 
action by the court. The purpose 
‘was to preserve 
American ,sovereignty. It igs now 
proposed by foreign nations that 
the decision of this court question 
shall be turned over to the council 
of the League of Nations and we 
ate graciously Informed that the 
_ United States may have every right 
enjoyed by a member of the 
éouncil.

TO GET CLAIM PAI 


Told at leslies ‘Denertinent 
He Must Go to Court, 
Says J. F. Dulles. 


KING THEN WON CASE; 
CLASHES AT HEARING 


Judge. Rules Daugherty Not 
Supposed to Know Data 
of Other Official. 


New York, Sept. 20 (By A. P.). 
John Foster Dulles told today, in 
the Daugherty-Miller trial, how he 
was unable to get approval of the 
American Metals Co. claim from 
government departments which put 
the claim through when he was 
superseded as attorney for the Ger- 
man stockholders by John T. King, 
Republican national committeeman. 

Dulles was put on the stand by 
the government, which is attempt- 
ing to prove that King used part 
of a fee of $441,000 paid to him by 
Richard Merton, German magnate, 
who came to this country to obtain 
release of the proceeds of $7,000,- 
000 assets of the company as graft 
money to have the claim rushed 
through the offices of Harry M. 
Daugherty, President Harding’s At- 
torney General, and Thomas W. 
Miller, alien property custodian. 

When Merton first came to this 
country in connection with the case 
of the American Metals Co., part 
of the assets of which had been 
impounded under the trading-with- 
the-enemy act, he retained Dulles 
to take the matter up With the gov- 
ernment. . Dulles’ testified today 
that he went to Washington and 
consulted George E. Williams, first 
assistant to Miller, as to whether 
such a claim had a chance of being 
passed upon favorably. 


Court Hearing Suggested. 


Williams, he said, referred him 
to the Department of Justice, 
where he talked with two assistant 
attorney generals who reported, 
after hearing the main facts of the 
case, that the claim would have to 
be adjudicated by a court. Dulles 
then returned to New York, where 
he reported to Merton, and some 
time later Merton dropped him as 
his attorney and gave King. a $50.- 
000 retainer to continue the case. 

Dulles’ appearance on the witness 
stand was the signal for spirited ob- 
jections by counsel for both defend- 
ants. When United States Attor- 
ney Buckner replied that he was 
merply attempting to show the dif- 
ferent manner of treatment accord- 
ed Dulles and Jess Smith, Daugh- 
erty’s unofficial assistant, who it 
has been testified, helped King rush 
the German claims through, Max 
Daugherty’s chief coun- 
sel, made a motion for a mistrial to 
be declared. Judge Mack, however, 
ruled that mention of Smith’s name 
in this connection was not cause 
for such action, and the questioning 
proceeded. 


Dalles Stand. 


The session for the day ended 
with Dulles still on the stand and 
both Steuer and William Rand, Mil- 
ler’s chief counsel,.leaning over the 
judge’s bench arguing against the 
procedure of Buckner’s questioning. 

The trial today was marked by 
heated objections on Steuer’s part 
against the entering of testimony in- 
tended to prove only the guilt of 
Miller and not in any way connected 
with Daugherty. He was overruled 
on every objection. 

Julian B. Beatty, former 
president and treasurer of 
American Metals Co., under cross- 
examination, disclosed that al- 
though he was vice president and 
treasurer of a firm which was 49 
per cent owned by the Societe Suisse 
Pour Valeurs de Metaux, as related 
by Merton in the claims and on the 
witness stand, he never had heard of 
that concern until 1921. Merton 
had declared in his claims and in 
his testimony that the 49 per cent 
of American Metals Co. shares was 
et to the Societe Suisse in

Kividence Is Limited. 


Documentary evidence was sub- 
mitted intended to show that 
Daugherty and Miller at the time 
they approved the Swiss claim for 
$7,000,000 had in their files proof 
that the claim was invalid. ‘This 
evidence was introduced through 
John J. Fitzgerald, former repre- 
sentative in Congress and New York 
attorney, who represented’ the 
American Metals Co, in negotia- 
tions with the alien property cus- 
todian. 

Fitzgerald identified a letter he 

sent to the alien property custodian 
in 1918, in which he sought for 
American officers of the American 
Metals Co. permission to buy shares 
of that company owned by Ger- 
mans. 
United States Attorney Buckner 
then called Paul Smith, clerk under 
Miller, to show the letfer was in 
the files in the alien property cus- 
todian’s office at the time the claim 
of the Societe Suisse pour Valeurs 
de Metaux was paid.on claim that 
it was neutral owned. 

This evidence, by a court ruling, 
did not apply to Daugherty, as he 
was, in the opinion of Judge Mack, 
not accountable for documents fiied 
in other than his own office. 

The letter, bearing date of De- 
cember 8, 1918, as read to the jury 
showed that 49 per cent of the 
stockholders of the American 
Metal Co. were Germans. A license 
to trade with the enemy, also of- 
fered in evidence, showed permis- 
sion was sought to correspond 
with officers of the Metallbank 
and the Metallurgische  Gesell- 
schaft, to arrange for the purchase 
of their shares by Americans or 
neutrals. 

Richard Marie. the government 
witness used by the defense to 
prove the claims valid, was men- 
tioned in the letter as one of the 
49 per cent shareholders. He had 
previously testified that he orally 
transferred his shares in the Amer- 
ican Metals Co., to the Societe 
Suisse pour Valeurs de Metaux in 
1916. 

The government's new attack on 


! 
the validity of the claims and its 


effort to prove that Miller and 
Daugherty were led “by hope and 
promise of gain,’’ to “overlook’”’ 
proof that the claims were not legal 
was carried far into the afternoon 
session. 

Buckner, in an effort to prove 
his contention that “the speed rec- 
ord” of the alien property custo- 
dian’s office was “broken” in the 
payment of the claims, recalled Carl 
W. Greene, auditor for Miller, when 
the claims were paid in 1921. 
Greene recounted testimony to show 
the claims passed through his of- 
fice in three hours, where others 
took one, two or three weeks. 

Among witnesses called during 


the morning session were Cyril W. 
| McLean, 


of Oakland, Cal., who was 
chief clerk in the alien property 
custodian’s office under Miller, and 
John Henry Hammond, a partner 
in the bankjng firm of Brown 
Bros., who was director of the 
War Trade Board during the war. 

They all identified letters writ- 
ten to or from the alien property 
custodian office in reference to the 
American Metals Co. claims. In 
most cases the letters were merely 
marked by the government for 
later use without being read to the 
jury.

Midshipman, Again Changing | 


Mind, to Serve 2 Years 


on California. 


Midshipman Earl B.: Zirkle, 
Kansas, has changed his mind 
again and will serve the next two 
years aboard the U. S. S. California 
on the West coast as a midshipman. 
Secretary of the Navy Wilbur an- 


nounced yesterday that Zirkle, after 


taking the oath of allegiance and 
signifying his intention of accept- 
ing an ensign’s commission, had re- 
fused it and said he would serve as 
a midshipman. 

On graduation from Annapolis 
last June, Zirkle refused to take 
the oath or accept the commission. 
He was sent on the midshipmen’s 
cruise and conducted himself well, 
but refused to accept his 30 days’ 
leave of absence on its expiration. 
After a conference with Rear Ad- 
miral L. McK. Nulton, he indicated 
a willingness to accept a commis- 
sion and was given this opportunity. 
Then he changed his mind again. 

Zirkle now is said to have the dis- 
tinction of being the only midship- 
man in the navy on the active list.

NICARAGUAN REBELS 
DEFEATED AT RAMA 


Insurgents Again Bombing 
El Bluff; U. S. Fliers Get 
$1,000 a Trip. 


Managua, Nicaragua, Sept. 20 
(By A. P.).—-The government to- 
day announced that revolutionists 
attempted to capture Rama yester- 
day, but were repulsed after a three 
hour battle in which 8 were 
killed and 12 wounded. Four of 
the government forces were 
wounded. 

American aviators employed by 
the Nicaraguan constabulary are re- 
ceiving $1,000 for each trip they 
make to .Bluefields in operations 
against the revolutionists. The 
payments are being made because 
of the dangers involved in the 
flights. 

The revolutionists have again be- 
gun a bombardment of El Bluff, 
the customs station on the Atlantic 
side of Nicaragua. American avia- 
tors, employed by the constabulary, 
have left Managua to bomb the 
revolutionary positions at halfway 
key. They will work in conjunc- 
tion with government infantry to 
capture the key, which controls the 
main channel between the bluff 
and Bluefields. 


THUGS WOUND WOMAN 
WITH MACHINE GUN 


Cicero, Ill., Hotel, Owned by 
Capone, Sprayed; Man 
Reported Hurt. 


Chicago, Sept. 20 (By A. P.).-- 
One woman was wounded and a 
man was reported injured by ma- 
chine gun bullets which showered 
the Hawthorne inn at Cicero, owned 
by ‘“‘Searface Al’ Capone, from 
automobiles which whirled past the 
hotel today. The injured woman, 
Mrs. C. N. Freeman, of Louisiana, 
was a guest at the hotel with her 
husband. Plate grass windows .were 
broken by the barrage. 

The man reported wounded was 
said to be Paul Pizzo, a lieutenant 
of Capone, lately under police sur- 
veillance in connection with the ma- 
chine gun slaying of William H. Mc- 
Swiggin, assistant county prose- 
cutor. but released when a murder 
indictment was quashed. 

Capone was understood to have 
been eating in a cafe next to the 
hotel.

STREET REPAIR COST 
BREAKS ALL RECORDS 


Unit cost of maintenance of. su- 
burban roads has about doubled in 
the past six years, due to heavier 
traffic and the total number and 
cost of repairs to District streets 
during the last fiscal year exceeded 
all former records. 

C. B. Hunt,. District engineer of 
highways, developed these facts In 
his annual report for the year end- 
ing June 30, submitted yesterday to 
the commissioners. 

“Constant increase in number 
and weight of vehicles due to ex- 
pansion of the city and building 
activities necessitate roads being 
more frequently and more thor- 
oughly patched and temporary 
surfaces laid of greater thickness 
than formerly,’”’ said the report. 

More than 8,000,000 square 
yards of pavement were laid, cov- 
ering more than 570 miles of 
streets. Nearly 150,000 square 
yards of streets were repaired.

Later wires reported heavy 
rains in Alabama and Georgia, which 
were expected to extend into Missis- 
sippi and the Carolinas, and there was 
quite a flurry of covering during the 
day on apprehensions that the storm 
would lower the grade of open cot- 
ton even if it did not cause actual 
loss of cotton in pounds. 

October, which had sold off early to 
15.92, rallied to 16.24, while January 
sold up from 16.20 to 16.50, but de- 
mand was attributed almost entirely 
to covering.

Urge Extension of Fire 
Alarm 1 ona 


Street illumination of the Capital | 


City was increased 30 per cent, or, 
expressed in approximate candle 
power, from 2,183,400 to 2,844,600, 
during the twelve months preced- 
ing July 1, according to the annual | 
report of Warren B. Handley, elec- 


trical engineer of the District, sub- 
mitted yesterday to the commis- 
sioners. 

June 30 there were 23,387 street 
lamps, of various types, in service, 
an increase of 820 during the year. 
But many new ones replacing old 
ones, shed increased light. Refer- 
ring to the program of improved 
street lighting, the report said: 

“The outstanding feature of the 
year was the development of the 
improved lighting project. On Six- 
teenth street and Massachusetts 
avenue northwest, and at Scott, 
Thomas and Dupont circles lamps 
of 600 and 1.000 candle power, 
mounted from 15 to 20 feet high, 
replaced 60 and 100 candle power 
lamps mounted at 10 to 12 feet. On 
H street, from Third street north- 
west to Fifteenth street northeast, 
6.6 ampere replaced 4 ampere arc 
lamps and leased, plain posts gave 
way to District-owned ornamental 
posts. 

“On portions of Sixteenth street 
and Massachusetts avenue, the posts 
serve the dual purpose of bearing 
lamps and traffic signal fixtures. 


Gas Lamps Held Relics. 


‘Although gas mantle lamps in- 
creased in number during the year, 
the rate in increase of this type of 
atreet illumination has reached a 
peak and is declining. It is a relic 
of horse and buggy days before elec- 
tric street lighting.”’ 

The report recommended exten- 
sion of the fire alarm system, quot- 
ing the recent report of the Na- 
tional Fire Prevention association as 
criticizing that part of the system 
in the residence sections.’ Mr. Hal- 
ley says in bis report: 

“Our experience and that of other 
eities is that the fancied security 
of reliance on the telephone when 


in need of assistance in case of fire 
is, in general, delusive. 

“Notwithstanding all possible 
precautions and efforts on the part 
of expert fire-alarm operators, the 
excited condition of persons tele 
phoning fire alarms frequently re- 
eults in failure to provide satisfac- 
tory response.’’

“A great weakness in the per 
sonal tax law is lack of authority 
vested in this office to require tax 
payers to produce books and other 
records. Whereas, the law require: 
that we reject returns not in com 
pliance therewith, no provision ex. 
ists for determining whether a re: 
turn has been properly executed and 
no power to investigate have been 
granted. 

“This lack of power is a great 
handicap in’ determining the ae 
curacy of returns on tangible per 
sonal property. It is a greater det 
riment in the case of intangible 
property, which is easily hidden. In 
the latter case the word of the tax- 
payer must be taken unless infor- 
mation from an outside source is 
obtained.”’
